CRAWFORD ALIVE IN JAIL, 


Brought in on a Cot in a 


Spring Wagon by 


the Officers. 


No Trouble at the Prison- 


Carried Inside Without 


Molestation. 


Chances Said to be Good for the 


Recovery of the Murderer. 


Cannot Drink Water Nor Take 


Nourishment—Food by Injection 
the Only Way.

BRortiHT 10 JAIL ALIVE. 


Bill Crawford, the murderer and would- 


be suicide, was brought tojtbe city to-day 
in a spring wagon, resting on a mattress, 
and carried into the county jail through 
the Wood street entrance, in the pres- 
ence of a crowd of about 200 curious and 
orderly people who had gathered at the 
jail as Boon us the wagon drove up. No 
one except those close to the mattress 
could get a look at Crawford, and all view 
of him was phut off when the officers with 
tha assistance of by-slanders lifted the 
murderer from the wsgon and carried 
him 02 the mattress through the hall of 
the residence portion of the jail, through 
the jail office, thence into tbe corridor of 
the prison. The mattress was placed on 
the stone floor at the east side of tbe 
door, and when the REPUBLICAN reporter 
got a look at him Crawford was lying on 
hia left side, looking pale and tired, his 
eyes partly set and both hands clutching 
at vacancy. He had nothing on but his 
shirt, his pantsloonj and hie stockings. 
He made no attempt to move, and it 
appeared that possibly he was too weak 
to stir; but when his sister, Mrs. Merritt, 
stooped down and put her arms around 
him to see if he wanted anything, he 
showed that he WHS not so weak as he 
looked. He ordered a drink of water— 
his sister only could understand hia re- 
quest—and when it was brought be easily 
arose on his left elbow without assis- 
tance so he could drink. The cup was 
not 
full when Constable 
Dillehunt 


brought it, nnd Mra. Merritt had it filled 
to the brim BO that Crawford could drink 
the water without bending his lacerated 
neck. He bent downward as he drank, 
and the water flowed in n steady 
stream through the hole in his neck. The 
wound has been sewed up, but the cuts 
of course have not healed and until they 
do Crawford's interior arrangement will 
be a stranger to water. Only by injec- 
tion will Crawford be able to take nour- 
ishment and food. Unless food is given 
this way he will starve to death. It will 
be the duty of Sheriff Mauzy or a nurse 
that may be secured to sea that Crawford 
is given nourishment. It is the purpose 
of Sheriff Manzy to keep Crawford on the 
mattress in the corridor until he dies or 
recovers from the self-inrhoted injuries. 
C Crawford was brought in by Officers 
Leech and Brockway, Constables Dille- 
hunt and Weitsel, and Mr. and Mra. 
Merritt came along in the wagon. The 
start for the city was made at 10 o'clock, 
and.the prisoner was delivered to the sher- 
iff iit 12 o'clock. The wagon came on Wood 
street from the east. 
Coroner Bendure 


and Constable Midkiff drove out some 
distance and met the party. 


Crawford rested uneasily l»Bt night and 


slept but little. Ho did not attempt to 
talk further about the crimp, only asked 
for water which was given him at inter- 
vals. He doesn't look as if he wna any- 
where near death, and if no complications 
arise from the ghastly cuts in his nock, 
he will doubtless recover to receive legal 
punishment for his awful deed. 


CAPTURE OF CBAWFOHD. 


The telegrams from Oakley yesterday 


afternoon were positive that Crawford 
waa dead. Oflicer Leech so informed 
Marshal Mason in his telegraoi, and he 
told the REPUBLICAN correspondent that 
Crawford had cut his own throat when 
he saw the officers coming and that he 
was dead. Leech believed that Crawford 
was dead when he started for Oakley, nnd 
did not know that the murderer was 
niiva until he returned to Merrill's house. 


Officers Leech and Brockwiiy and Con- 


stables Dillehunt nml Weitsel were the 
officers sent to look for Crawford. It was 
known that Ben Merritt, n brother-in-law 
of the murderer, resided on the Jacob 
Sites place, 2}< miles east nnd north of 
Eea's bridge. It was believed that he had 
taken refuge at the home of his sister, or 
in that vicinity. Had Crawford been in- 
visible, the plan was to offer Merritt 8100 
to give him up. But on the way tbe 
officers learned that Merritt and a tall 
man had been seen going in the direction 
of the Merritt place, and then it was be- 
lieved that Gran-ford waa not far away. 
Close to the Merritt place the officers 
divided, find through the trees Dillehunt 
saw Crawford and his sister sitting in the 
doorway at the front of the house. As 
the officers approached, on foot, Weitsel 
and Uillehunt toward the front of the 
house, Leech and Brookway going to- 
ward the sides and rear, Mrs. Merritt 
saw the man and at once cried out in 
alarm: "Oh, Bill, here they come, they'll 
catch you ! they'll catch you !" or words 
to tbateffect. 
Crawford hurriedly arose, 


and as he did so he was seen to put first 
his right hand in the pocket of his panta- 
loons and then his left hand. He did not 
come off the porch into the front yard, 
but started hastily throogh the bouse to 
the rear, as if bent c~ making his escape. 
When he came out of the rear door 
Leech was just coming around the cor 
ner, about 30 feet distant. Crawford was 
then 'twalking fast, almost running atd 
and as he came out he was hacking 
at his throat with a razor, the same razor 
he used in taking the life of Mrs. Math- 
ias. He cut his throat three times and 
just BB Leech was raising hia revolver to 
shoot him he fell headlong under a fence. 
Blood issued from his throat and as 
Leech came up, with Brockway not far 
distant, it was discovered that the mur- 
derer had tried to kill himself. He lookec 
as if he was in the throes of death. Jusl 
as Leech came up to the prostrate man 
he took out his own watch, why he cannot 
tell, and saw that it was three minutes oi 
one o'clock. As Crawford fell the Mer 
ritta and two or three others cried oui 
that the officers had shot him, but when 
he was turned over and the gaping wonni 
in his throat _ind the open razor were 
disclosed

vride enough to receive a deep wedge, 
,he would-be miioide was carried into the 
loose and placed on a bed, There 


remained gasping for breath until 


ia was visited by Dr. W. J. Oheno- 
weth, who reached his Bide At about 
7 o'clock. The razor had failed io sever 
the jugular vein, and then was no fear 
of immediate death. Sheriff Hans; with 
3oroner Bendure, who had gone to the 
loose in response to the Leech telegram, 
oame in P: 5:45 o'clock after the doctor. 
W. W. Foster was also at the house and 
.t was at his suggestion that the doctor 
was summoned. When Dr. Ohenoweth 
returned he gave it as his opinion that 
Drawford would recover. He sewed np 
the gap in the neck, and soon afterward 
Drawford was able to articulate. Before 
he attention given by the doctor he 
could not speak a word. 


WRITTEN CONFESSION. 


Fending the arrival of the doctor Craw- 


ford was questioned and admitted that 
18 had murdered Mrs. Mathias. He be- 
.ieved that he was going to die, and 
wrote his confession as follows: 


I love her. I was off, insane, and I 


lope to meet her in heaven. I was out 
of my head at the time. Seud for me a 
dootor. Send for my brother and wife." 


To his sister he wrote as follows: "Sis- 


ter, don't grieve, for I will try and meei 
von in heaven, nnd I hope I will meet 


iina ia heaven." 
Officer Brockway then asked Crawford: 
Did you kill Mrs. Mathias?" 
The 


wounded man nodded an assent. 


THE OOBOSBB'S JURT. 


Owing to the unexpected news of the 


lapture and reported suicide of Orawford 
yesterday at one o'clock Coroner Bendure 
and the inquest jnry did not go to the 
Hathias residence to view the remains of 
he woman as was arranged. That duty 
was deferred and an attempt w as made 
ast night at 9 o'clock to get the jury to- 
gether to view the body, but it failed. 
?his morning Coroner Bendure with this 
ury went to the house and had a look at 
be body as required by law, and then 
iroceeded in a body to the Williams field 
o examine the scene of the murder, tak- 
og notes as to the position in which the

STATEMENT BY COL. MATH1AB. 


This morning the REPUBLICAN reporter 


bad a conversation with Col. Mathiss, 
,he husband of the murdered woman, in 
the presence of his brother-in-law, James 


iulver, of Valparaiso. Ind. The husband 
iad beea reading the account of the 
tragedy in a morning paper, and he Btout- 
iy resented some of the damaging state- 
ments contained therein, relative to tbe 
lleged inconstancy of Mrs. Mathias. He 
said: "You can say for me in the REPUB- 
LICAN, and make it as strong as you like, 
that I have never been jealous of my 
wife. I believe she was a strictly virtu- 
ous woman. She never gave me cause to 
jeliove otherwise. 
Crawford and my 


wife never run together, and Lina was 
always a good and true wife to me, She 
did not leave her home Tuesday night 
voluntarily. In some way she was in- 
veigled into going into that field. And 
you can also say for me that the real 
causa of the murder ia traceable, in my 
opinion, to the failure of the grand jury 
last June to indict Crawford for burglar- 
ionsly entering my house and stealing 
my revolver. The evidence against him 
was plain, but the grand jury failed to 
find a bill against him and he escaped 
going to tbe penitentiary. I can furnish 
witnesses also that while that grand jury 
was in session certain members of that 
aocly kept people outside posted as to 
what was going on. I know this and can 
prove it. My wife war down town Mon- 
day that is true, but sl.e came down to 
do some shopping and bought a Jress al 
Linn & Scruggs' store." 


HOTKS. 


Crawford has not stated at what hour 


he killed Mrs. Mathiat. After commit- 
ting the awful deed he started tor bin 
sister's home, and got there at 4 o'clock 
in the morning. He aroused the house- 
hold, and no doubt told what he had 
done. His clothes were bloody. The 
shirt he wore when be committed the 
crime had been washed.

Orawford yesterday forenoon induced 
Merritt to go down into the timber with 
him. Merritt t x>k an ax and bis little 
boy along with him. Crawford wanted 
Merritt to go further it to the woods with 
him and leave the boy behind. Merritt 
ia convinced in his own mind that Oraw- 
ford intended to murder him, bat he was 
constantly on his guard. 


The razor Orawford used was the one 


he used in the Williams field. It had 
dry blood on it. It bears the stamp of 
Wade A Butcher, Sheffield, England. 
Where he got it is not known. 


Chadey MoOune states that he and 


Mr. Shafer saw Crawford maudlin drani 
Tuesday afternoon at 4 o'clock, sitting 
near one of the Sheilabarger elevators. 
C barley says he called to him to wake np 
and get out of that, but he only lifted his 
bead and dropped it again, as if too 
drunk to obey the command. He was 
not disturbed, and when he went away 
Charley cannot tell, aa tie went off about 
his work at the mill.

Insanity With CoMclouanem. 


In a discussion at one of the congress- 


es held in Paris on mental diseases Dr. 
Fnbret, a distinguished alienist, re- 
marked upon the undoubted existence 
of certain forma of mental alienation In 
which patients perfectly recognize the 
anomalous nature of the phenomena 
which they experience, but without be- 
ing able to disembarrass themselves 
from them. Dr Pabret dwelt on these 
intell actual obsessions aa being emotive 
or instinctive, or veritable morbid Im- 
pulsions, dominating the will, citing 
among other examples the obstinate 
search for words, the fear of a knife, of 
a window, the terror of open or closed 
spaces, the necessity for repeating cer- 
tain words or certain phrases, etc 


These are ordinarily hereditary, peri- 


odical or remittent, and are accompanied 
by anguish and a sort of interior strug- 
gle, but never presenting hallucinations 
and never ending in dementia 
The in- 


sanity of doubt la the most common ex- 
pression of this psychical state, the pa- 
tients continually ruminating in their 
minds over the same ideas and the same 
acts, questioning themselves on every- 
thing, and having senseless scruples in 
regard to everything 
If the patient is 


a physician he doubts the prescriptions 
that he has just written, and frequently 
Bends to bring them back in the fear of 
having committed Borne error. Another 
class consists of timorous subjects, arid 
who are a prey to a sort of continued 
"cerebral prnrltis "—New York Tribune
